Mrs. Moore and 
Mrs. Dav is are both well known here 
and hav e v isited here a nu mber of 
times. 
Mi's. Dav is resides with the 
Moore family . 
They are form er res­ 
idents of this city and their friends 
and relativ es were glad to hear that 
they escaped withou t inju ry . 
The fire occu rred1 y esterday m orn­ 
ing and was followed by an ex plosion. 
One fireman was seriou sly inju red and 
others slightly 
hu rt. 
The 
Women 
were rescu ed only by heroic work of 
firemen and tenants in the bu ilding. 
The Cincinnati Enqu irer of this morn­ 
ing contained the following concern­ 
ing the blaze: 
Becau se of the pecu liar natu re of 
the blaze, which affected three of the 
connected flats at 
Nos. 26 23 , 26 25 , 
26 27 , 26 29 . and 26 3 1 Kemper lane, 
the police and State Fire M arshals 
started a thorou gh inv estigation. 
The flames 
were 
discov ered by 
Jacob Roth and appeared to be in the 
wall between his flat at 26 29 Kemper 
lane and the 
apartm ent of William 
Moore, a clerk, employ ed by the C. 
X. O. and T. P. railroad. 
Moore’s 
flat is at the eastern end of the bu ild­ 
ing and was demolished. a> was tlie 
home of Jacob Roth. 
Botli detected the odor of smoke 
and sent in a still alarm to the fire 
department, 
lie had hardly finished 
his call for help when there was an 
ex plosion which shook the entire hou se 
cau sing walls to fall in and breaking 
windows. 
Mrs. Francis Dav is, who 
resides with the Moore family , was 
reading on the second floor of the 
hou se and detected the odor of smoke 
at abou t the same time. 
She called 
to M i-sses Jennie and M attie Moore, 
who were in the kitchen on the first 
floor, asking if any thing was bu rning. 
Almost simu ltaneou sly with her qu es­ 
tion the ex plosion occu rred and she 
was hu rled to the floor, bu t lu ckily 
escaped inju ry . 
As soon as the flames were ex t in- 
qu ished the police and firemen search 
ed the ru ins in order to ascertain the 
direct cau se of the fire which wits 
followed so closely by the ex plosion. 
One of the tenants claimed that he 
had noticed smoke for many hou rs 
and before retiring Satu rday night 
had made a search of his flat to try 
to locate the fire.

'becomes a part of the 
institu tion. 
Clu b rooms, 
reading 
rooms, 
and 
gy mnasiu m work are the featu res. In 
a city the size of Ru shv ille which can 
not su pport a Y. AI. C. A. it is main­ 
tained that the Knights of the Holy 
Grail acts for 'the same pu rpose and 
does an u nli.mit€ *d 
amou nt of good 
among the y ou ng people. 
“The Secret of the Airship” was 
the su bject of the address. 
It was 
pointed ou t that the av iator finds the 
air cu rrents more ev en and steady 
the higher he goes. An airship fly ing 
at an altitu de of fiv e miles is not su b­ 
jected to the dangers of one at fiv e 
hu ndred feet becau se the air cu r­ 
rents are steady and reliable. In ap­ 
ply ing this tio life the speaker said 
there were opposing cu rrents and the 
higher we go the easier we find sail­ 
ing. 
The law of the av iator is the 
same as the law of life. The Rev . Air. 
Powell’s adv ice to the y ou ng people 
was for them to raise their planes 
and go higher. 
The speaker applied the sides of 
the A’. AI. C. A. triangle to hu man life. 
The emblem tof the 
Y. AI. C. A. is a 
triangle, the sides of which stand for 
the body , 
the mind and 
the spirit. 
“There are also three sides of the 
hu man life,” said the Rev . Mr. Pow­ 
ell, “and we mu st work on the three 
sides at abou t 
the same 
time. 
In 
speaking of the body there immedi­ 
ately comes to the mind the gy mna­ 
siu m. 
The difference between a hos­ 
pital and a gy mnasiu m is that a hos­ 
pital is a place to take sick people 
and cu re them while a gy mnasiu m is 
a place to take well people and keep 
them well.” 
According to the speaker, the body 
mu st be edu cated as to proper walk­ 
ing and sitting. 
“The 
gov ernment 
figu res show,” said Dr. Pa Well, “that 
fou rteen ou t of ninety rnen pass the 
ex amination for Hie nav y . Fifty girls 
ou t of ev ery one hu ndred do not 
know how to u se their 
lu ngs.

crowd was small du e to the sev ere 
cold, bu t it was a highly interested 
one, and nev er grew restless

long. 
Air. Clark set ou t to ex plain what 
the Alov ement proposes to do for the 
boy s of the United States and he said 
lie was ju st beginning to grasp an 
idea of what it means after he had 
'been throu gh eight day campaigns in 
two cities.

It is as true as it is piteous that 
“ the poor is destroyed by his pover­ 
ty.” 
Strength and competence, the 
high roads of escape from poverty, 
depend primarily on health, which in 
turn depends so much upon food. For 
these many, many years it has been 
patent that many of our fellow creat­ 
ures have been handicapped in the 
race of life by improper food or the 
improper preparation of cheap food 
that wrould be health-giving in ample 
quantity if prepared properly for the 
palate. 
There is opening now an avenue of 
possible escape. 
I mean th e paper 
bag. 
By its h elp, th e ch eap cuts 
wh ich alone are with in th e compass 
of slender purses, may be cooked in 
such fash ion as to y ield th e last grain 
of nourish ment th ey contain, and be 
bettered 
in 
th e 
process 
Furth er, 
th ey will sauce and 
season much 
oth er ch eap food-stuff, th ereby dou­ 
bling or trebling its dietetic value. 
Th is can be accomplish ed th rough 
th e medium of stews 
Meat for« stewing may be bough t a t 
th e lowest current prices—flank, neck 
scrag, sh ank—it is all th e same to 
th e bag. Have a care in cutting it up, 
th at no sh arp bones are left project­ 
ing. 
Wash clean, but very q uickly , 
after cutting up, dry with a damp 
cloth —wh ich 
is 
not 
paradox ical 
th ough it sounds so—season ligh tly 
with salt and pepper and let lie for 
an h our in a cool place. 
Wash th e 
vegetables carefully , cut th em up, 
and put in cold water. 
Grease a roomy bag very well—a 
stew of all th ings needs not to be 
skimped in space. 
Put a th ick lay er 
of th e mix ed vegetables, dripping 
wet, at th e bottom of it, on th at a 
lay er of meat, th en more vegetables, 
th e rest of th e meat, th en th e last of 
th e vegetables, th rusting in among 
th em a good lump of fat, eith er drip­ 
pings, butter or lard, th at h as been 
rolled in flour. 
Pour in a tablespoon* 
ful of water for each pound of meat, 
fold th e bag, clip it ex tra securely , 
put :n a h ot oven, after ten minutes 
reduce th e h eat one-h alf, and cook 
from two lo th ree h ours, depending 
on th e bulk. Take up in a deep dish , 
stir veil, taste, add more salt and 
pepper if needed, and serve very h ot. 
Th e proportion of vegetables 
to 
meat may be th ree to one, or even 
four to one. if th ere is plenty of ex tra 
fa t 
Stew With out Meat.—Try out two 
ounces of suet, taking care not to 
scorch th e tissue, but to get it brown, 
put in enough toasted bread crumbs 
to absorb th e fat entirely , stir th em 
well about, sprinkle with salt and 
pepper, th en put in a bag in lay ers 
with sliced tomatoes, sliced carrots, 
wh ite potatoes cut as 
for 
fry ing, 
onions sliced and soaked h alf an h our 
in salt water, also pieces of tart ap­ 
ple—peeled of course. 
Season each 
lay er ligh tly as y ou put it in, remem­ 
bering alway s th at salt and pepper 
can be ndded, but can not be taken 
away . Add bits of butter also if y ou 
want th e stew very rich . Add at th e 
very last h alf a gill of stock, or milk 
and water, seal bag tigh t, put in a h ot 
oven, slack h eat after five minutes, 
and cook for th ree-q uarters

Sno ddy was asked if 
he had any reason to give why he 
should not be sentenced, and he re­ 
plied: 
“N o thing m o re than tha t I am no t 
gu ilty and never had been.” 
T he co u rt then gave Sno ddy the in­ 
d e te rm in a te se n te n c e o f fro m tw o to 
ten y ear» and fined him $1. 
Sno ddy s 
atto rney s filed their fo rm al mo tio n and 
w ritten reaso ns fo r a new trial, al­ 
leging that the co u rt erred in o ver­ 
ru ling the defendant’s m o tio n and ap­ 
plicatio n fo r co ntinu ance and in refu s­ 
ing to give to the ju ry certain instru c­ 
tio ns as requ ested by the defendant. 
Fo llo wing this pro cedu re, Sno ddy filed 
a $3,000 bo nd, which was appro ved by 
Ju dge W ilso n. 
The bo nd is signed 
principally by men who reside in Salt 
Creek to w nship, in the neighbo rho o d 
w here the w hltecapping to o k place. 
A fter the bo nd had been appro ved, 
Sno ddy was released fro m jail and 
will have his freedo m u ntil his case is 
acted u po n by the su prem e co u rt.

Maco n, Ga., Feb. 5 .—Fo r crim inal as­ 
sau lt o n a w hite girl, C harles Po well, 
a negro , was ly nched here at 4 o ’clo ck 
Su nday m o rning. 
The negro ’s bo dy 
was later bu rned by a mo b. 
Abo u t 1 
o 'clo ck in the afterno o n the bo dy o f 
the negro was taken fro m an u nder­ 
taking establishm ent 
w here it 
had 
been placed, and was carried to a field 
in So u th Maco n, in the m idst o f a 
po pu lo u s negro settlem ent, and cre­ 
m ated. 
The bo dy w’as placed in a 
wago n, which was fo llo wed thro u gh 
the streets fo r o ver a mike by a cro wd 
o f o ver 5 00 men and bo y s, who sho u t­ 
ed: 
“Save the co u nty mo ney .” and 
‘“Teach the niggers a lesso n.” 
The 
sidew alks w ere lined with men and 
wo m en retu rning fro m chu rch as the 
pro cessio n passed with the negro ’s 
co rpse. 
T he o fficers, led by Chief Chapm an, 
arrived at the place after the negro ’s 
bo dy was blazing. 
They did no t in 
terfere with the bu rning o f the bo dy 
no r m ake any arrests. 
Befo re the 
flames died do wn the field was thro ng­ 
ed w ith peo ple, all white, who applau d 
ed and lau ghted at the sickening spec­ 
tacle. 
The negro es in the vicinity lo cked 
them selves in their ho mes. 
T here is 
a veritable reign o f terro r am o ng the 
negro e3, who fear they will be attack­ 
ed bv the whites.

Peking, Feb. 5 .—In behalf o f Em per­ 
o r Pu Yi, the do w ager em press has 
signed 
an 
edict directing 
P rem ier 
Yu an Shih Kai to co -o perate w ith the 
repu blicans at N anking in establish­ 
ing a Chinese repu blic. 
No m entio n 
is made specifically of the abdication 
of the throne, but it is obvious that 
the surrender of power is equivalent 
to su ch actio n. 
The edict has not yet 
been pu blished, and it pro bably will be 
w ithheld u ntil the resu lt o f Y u an’s ne» 
go tiatio ns w ith the N anking repu bli­ 
cans is kno wn. These apparently aim 
a t indu cing the N anking repu blicans 
to surrender control 
o f China to Pre­ 
mier Yuan pending the decision o f the 
national convention as to the future 
fo rm o f go vernm ent and the appo int­ 
m ent o f the o fficials o f the repu blic. 
W ell info rm ed peo ple here do n’t be­ 
lieve the N an kin g go vernm ent will 
agree to this and ex pect the resu lt 
will be the fo rm atio n o f two pro vi­ 
sio nal go vernm ents, o ne fo r the no rth 
and ano ther fo r the so u th. 
N everthe­ 
less, the pro spects fo r a settlem ent o f 
the tro u ble are regarded as very ho pe­ 
fu l. 
It is stated that Yu an Shih Kai 
stands well w ith the repu blicans, who 
have again o ffered him the presidency 
o f the repu blic to su cceed Dr. Su n. 
M any o f the M anchu princes are al­ 
ready qu itting Peking.

R u ng has go ne to M anchu ria appar­ 
ently to ascertain the lo cal feeling 
there. The vicero y , Chang E hr H su an, 
Is stated to be willing to accept a re 
pu blic, bu t the m ilitary co m m ander, 
an ex -brigand and his 12,000 tro o ps 
are irreco ncilable.

her at 10 o ’clo ck that night when the 
to w ing haw ser parted. 
The crewr fo u ght the flames fro m the 
tim e they were disco vered u ntil 2:30 
o 'clo ck Satu rday mo rning, when they 
were’ fo rced to take to the lifebo ats. 
The decks gave way u nder the men 
while they were fighting the fire. Two 
o f the fo u r lifebo ats were bu rned and

Six men in a sm all bo at w ere picked 
u p early Su nday fifty miles so u th o f 
Fry ing Pan sho als by the steam er Su- 
w anee o f the M erchants and M iners 
line.

o f the scho o ner F rank S. Lo w, w’hich 
cau ght fire early F riday m o rning and 
sank within ten m iles o f w’here they 
w ere picked u p. 
The Lo w’ was lo aded 
with co al and was bo u nd to Jackso n­ 
ville fro m No rfo lk. She cau ght fire 
Friday 
mo rning 
and 
the six men 
fo u ght the flames fo r ten ho u rs. The 
ship, ho wever, so o n became a seeth­ 
ing fu rnace and the men w’ere fo rced 
to take to the lifebo ats. T hey drifted 
aro u nd 
helplessly fo r

ing, and when fo u nd were almo st dead.
